Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I present  herewith  my  twenty-first  annual  report  on 
the  Health  of  the  Burgesses  of  Colwyn  Bay. 

It  shows  little  that  is  sensational.  1945  was  a healthy 
year.  The  Town  is  drifting  slowly  back  to  normal.  Most  of 
our  war-time  visitors  have  gone.  As  a result  we  have  a larger 
proportion  of  old  folk  and  a smaller  proportion  of  young 
people  than  in  recent  years.  The  inevitable  consequence  is 
a rise  in  the  death-rate  and  a fall  in  the  birth-rate.  The 
efforts  to  prevent  death  may  be  judged  by  the  facts  that  the 
still-births  numbered  7 (rate  0.25  per  1,000  population)  and 
that  233  out  of  371  of  those  who  died  were  over  65  years  of 
age.  Only  7 persons  between  the  ages  of  1 and  35  died 
throughout  the  year.  The  infant  mortality  rate  was 
apparently  high  (50.7  per  1,000  births)  but  the  increased 
number  of  deaths  in  live-born  infants  is  entirely  due  to  an 
increasing  number  of  children  who,  in  previous  years,  would 
have  died  before  birth,  being  brought  alive  through  the  crisis 
of  birth — the  rise  in  mortality  rate  therefore,  represents  good 
work  and  suggests  that  perhaps  we  are  now  reaping  the 
reward  of  patient  ante-natal  Work. 

There  was  considerable  trouble  with  the  water  supply 
in  some  parts  of  the  town  during  the  Summer.  Constant 
watch  was  kept.  The  trouble  has  not  so  far  recurred  in  1946. 

Much  work  has  had  to  be  done  with  milk.  Many 
complaints  are  received  each  summer — some  justifiable. 
Responsibility  for  discontent  must  be  given  to  the  Ministry 
of  Food,  farmers,  vendors  and  consumers.  The  Ministry  of 
Food  persist  in  the  iniquitous  zoning  scheme  whercbv  house- 
wives must  take  milk  from  vendors  they  neither  like  nor  trust 
and.  vendors  must  take  milk  from  sources  they  do  not  approve. 
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Housewives  “ take  it  out  ” of  vendors  by  returning  bottles 
very  irregularly  and  filthy  and  vendors  are  but  human  ! 
Now  the  Health  Department  is  joining  in  the  “ free  for  all.” 

Clinics  have  been  as  popular  as  usual.  With  the  coming 
of  National  Services  ideas,  there  is  increasing  demand  for 
attention  at  Clinics. 

1 am  pleased  to  note  that  no  person  under  15  suffered 
from  Diphtheria  in  1945,  and  that  the  Isolation  Hospital  has 
been  less  in  demand  than  for  many  years. 

The  Maternity  Home  however,  is  in  heavy  demand.  To 
accommodate  more  women,  the  guaranteed  duration  oi 
residence  has  been  reduced  from  14  to  10  days.  1 do  not  like 
this  plan  and  the  Council  has  authorised  me  to  agree  to 
women  remaining  in  for  longer  whenever  beds  are  available. 

On  the  whole  I can  sum  up  by  saying  that  the  health  of 
the  Burgesses  has  been  very  good  during  1945. 

It  is  again  a pleasure  to  record  the  work  done  by  my 
staff.  The  work  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  is  done  efficiently 
and  pleasantly.  Office  work  is  constantly  growing.  “ Official 
Returns  ” are  constantly  having  to  be  prepared — for  no  useful 
reason  that  I can  guess.  That  no  increase  of  staff  has  been 
called  for  in  the  Health  Department  must  be  put  down  to 
devoted  service. 

Once  again,  too,  I gladly  acknowledge  the  support  and 
encouragement  of  my  Chairman.

It  will  be  noted  that  there  has  been  a considerable  fall  in 
the  estimated  population.  In  1944  the  figure  was  24,720 — ip 
1945  it  is  down  by  880  to  23,840.  This  is  due  to  many  wartime 
residents  having  returned  to  pre-war  homes. 


The  birth  rate  which  rose  last  year  to  12.7  per  1000  in- 
habitants has  again  fallen  and  reached  10.75.  There' were 
only  256  births  in  the  town  as  against  313  in  1944.  Of  these 
256,  32  were  registered  as  illegitimate. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  increased  sharply  reaching  a 
ligure  of  50  7 per  1000  births.  This  figure  gives  me  consider- 
able concern.  For  the  first  time  for  many  years,  the  infant 
mortality  rate  for  Colwyn  Bay  exceeded  that  of  England  and 
Wales  as  a whole.  The  still  birth  rate  was  0.25  per  1000 
population  which  compares  with  0.46  for  the  Country  as  a 
whole.  If  this  low  figure  indicates  that  children  who  in 
previous  years  would  have  been  still  born,  are  now  just 
managing  to  survive  for  a few  hours,  then  the  higher  infant 
mortality  may  be  an  indication  of  improving  ante-natal  care 
and  improving  obstetrics.  If  our  still-born  rate  had  equalled 
that  of  England  and  Wales,  there  would  have  been  4 more 
still  births  and  probably  4 fewer  deaths  amongst  infants 
(then  the  Infant  Mortality  would  have  been  35).  The  causes

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It  is  noteworthy  thaf  all  13  deaths  occurred  in  children 
who  did  not  exceed  one  month  of  life  and  consequently  are 
to  be  classed  as  neonatal  deaths. 

These  facts  support  the  suggestion  that  the  increased 
infant  mortality  rate  is  not  due  to  failures  but  partly  due  to 
incomplete  successes.  They  also  indicate  where  the  loss  of 
life  occurs  and  where  redoubled  efforts  must  be  made.  There 
were  no  deaths  due  to  maternal  causes.

The  outstanding  features  of  this  list  are  the  deaths  due 
to  : — 

1.  Heart  Disease  (100) 

2.  Cancer  (70) 

3.  Intracranial  Disease  (i.e.  cerebral  haemorrhage)  (61) 

They  account  for  almost  two-thirds  of  the  deaths.  They 
are  all  essentially  diseases  of  elderly  people. 

The  number  of  deaths  due  to  Tuberculosis,  Nephritis, 
Pneumonia  and  the  acute  infections  have  fallen.  These  are 
the  diseases  of  youth. 
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General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area 
Laboratory  Facilities  : 

These  remain  unchanged.  Pathological  bacteriology — examination 
of  discharges,  throat  swabs,  etc. — is  done  at  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Emergency  Laboratory  at  Conway.  Doctors  may  send  specimens  direct 
or  may  leave  them  before  mid-day  at  the  Town  Hall  when  they  will  be 
sent  off  by  bus. 

During  1945,  95  swabs  were  sent  to  be  examined.  The  reports 
showed  that  10  were  positive  for  diphtheria.  27  specimens  of  faeces 
were  examined  for  dysentery  and  were  positive.  49  other  specimens 
were  reported  on. 

50  samples  of  water  were  sent  for  bacteriological  examination. 

Swabs  and  blood  requiring  examination  for  Venereal  Disease  arc 
sent  by  the  patient’s  doctor  to  the  Chester  Royal  Infirmary.  I receive 
no  information  concerning  these. 

Sputum  from  cases  of  suspected  Tuberculosis  are  sent  to  the  offices 
of  the  Welsh  National  Memorial  Association  at  Cardiff  or  to  the  Emer- 
gency Laboratory  at  Conway. 

Milk  is  examined  at  the  cost  of  the  Borough  Council  by  the  Advis- 
ory Bacteriologist  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  In 
1945,  1514  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Resazurin  test.  This  test  is 
supposed  to  indicate  the  keeping  qualities  of  the  milk.  No  doubt  it  does 
but  even  the  best  milk  will  not  keep  more  than  a limited  number  of 
hours.  Milk  Vendors  are  using  the  Department  as  a means  of  finding 
out  what  quality  of  milk  they  are  receiving  from  farms  and  wholesalers. 
I suspect  that  some  of  them  use  this  knowledge  to  decide  what  milk 
they  can  safely  “ carry  over.”  The  main  cause  of  trouble  is  the  “ carry- 
over” milk.  Quite  obviously  the  milk  vendors  are  unwilling  to  stand 
the  lost  of  milk  which  they  secure  from  the  wholesaler  and  which  is 
not  bought  from  them  on  the  day  on  which  it  is  delivered.  It  seems 
to  me  that  the  only  satisfactory  remedy  for  this  would  be  to  allow  the 
milk  vendors  to  sell  surplus  milk  to  Ice  Cream  manufacturers.  This 
would  secure  a better  quality  of  ice  cream  which  would  be  valuable  but 
what  is  more  important  is  that  it  would  .prevent  considerable  wastage 
of  good  food  in  the  form  of  milk.  It  must  be  made  clear  that  the 
Health  Department  is  doing  this  work  for  the  benefit  of  the  consumer 
who  is  paving  for  it  and  not  for  the  private  advantage  of  the  Milk- 
Vendors.  During  the  next  year,  we  propose  to  invite  consumers  to  co- 
operate in  taking  samples — so  that  dishonest  or  foolish  milk  vendors 
may  be  exposed.  Until  the  Ministry  of  Food  restores  to  the  housewife 
the  freedom  of  which  we  hear  so  much  and  they  are  allowed  to  change 
milk  vendors  when  occasion  shows  need  for  such  action,  they  will  have 
to  put  up  with  “what  they  get” — “when  they  get  it.” 

Milk  rounds  are  being  sold  and  there  is  talk  of  “ good  will.”  As 
things  are  now,  a vested  interested  is  being  created  and  the  public  are 
compelled  to  take  milk  from  vendors  in  whom  they  have  no  trust  and 
with  whom  they  do  not  wish  to  trade.  Unfortunately  here,  as  always, 
a few  bring  discredit  on  the  majority. 

On  the  other  hand,  many  customers  are  undesirable,  and  reasonable 
milk  vendors  would  gladly  cease  to  supply  such.  For  example,  there  is 
the  housewife  who  does  not  rinse  out  the  milk  bottle  before  returnin'* 
it  and  there  is  the  housewife  who  returns  bottles  (dirty)  once  a week 
or  once  a month.  Such  persons  do  not  deserve  either  milk  or  bottle. 
If  we  complain  about  inconsiderate  milk  vendors,  late  delivery,  etc.,  we 
must  first  try  to  co-operate  and  deserve  consideration. 
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Ambulance  Facilities  : 

Infectious  persons  are  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital 
in  the  Council’s  Ambulance.  All  other  invalids  requiring 
transport  are  treated  by  the  Colwyn  Bay  and  District 
Ambulance  Corps.  This  is  a body  of  men  so  organised  that 
they  can  have  an  Ambulance  manned  and  in  use  within  a few 
minutes  of  a call  either  night  or  day.  Cases  are  transferred 
to  or  from  Hospital,  etc.  The  men  are  enthusiasts 
and  under  constant  training.  Their  work  is  invaluable.  The 
Corps  possesses  two  Ambulances,  these  are  old  and  will  be 
replaced  during  the  next  few'  months.  The  service  costs  the 
ratepayers  nothing ; it  could  not  be  provided  by  the  rate- 
payers for  less  than  5d.  or  a 6d.  rate.

Nursing  in  the  Home  : 

The  three  District  Nursing 

Associations 

have  functioned 

admirably  during  the  year  and  co-operation  with  the  Health 
Department  has  been  good.  Each  Nurse  attends  in  rotation 
at  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  where  she  works  with  the  Medical 
Officer  and  Health  Visitor.  Her  own  patients  attend  on  these 
days  and  arc  discussed. 

There  is  no  Home  Help  in  the  Borough.

3.  Infant  Welfare  Centre  : 

There  is  one  Centre  in  the  Borough,  at  Nant-y-Glyn 
Clinic.  168  children  who  were  under  1 year  on  the  date  of 
their  first  attendance  and  35  who  were  between  1 and  5 years 
of  age  on  their  first  attendance,  attended  during  1945.  At  the 
end  of  1945  there  were  on  the  register  148  children  under  1 
year  and  106  between  1 and  5 years  of  age.  There  is  a con- 
siderable fall  in  these  number  compared  with  1944 — due  to  the 
return  of  evacuated  mothers  and  Ministry  of  Food  employees 
to  their  peacetime  homes.

Consultant’s  Clinic  : 

Mr.  R.  Owen  Jones,  F.R.C.S.  the  Obstetrical  Consultant 
to  the  Corporation  reports  as  follows  : — 

“ There  has  been  no  essential  change  in  the  attendances 
at  the  Consultant  Clinic  or  in  the  number  of  emergency  calls 
to  the  Maternity  Home.  Looking  back  over  the  war  years, 
there  is  no  doubt  that  the  general  health  of  the  ante-natal 
patients  has  improved  due  to  the  war-time  diet — e.g.  the 
direct  intake  of  Vit  P>.  On  the  other  hand,  an  increase  is 
noted  in  pregnancy  conditions  associated  with  higher  blood 
pressures  due  to  strain  and  over-work.” 

5.  Maternity  Home  : 

The  Maternity  Home  admitted  150  women  for  delivery 
and  9 for  ante-natal  treatment  during  1945.  Of  the  150'  con- 
finements, 148  had  been  given  adequate  ante-natal  care.  Two 
were  admitted  as  emergency  cases  and  had  not  been  ante- 
natalled.  The  Council  has  now  accepted  the  rule  that  women 
shall  not  normally  be  admitted  who  have  not  obtained 
adequate  examinations  and  care  during  pregnancy.  When  any 
such  woman  is  admitted  as  an  emergency  she  is  charged  an 
extra  fee. 

Early  in  the  year  there  was  a case  of  puerperal  fever — 
in  a woman  not  properly  ante-natalled — who  was  admitted  as 
an  emergency. 

59  of  the  150  confinements  were  treated  entirely  by  the 
Staff;  91  had  booked  doctors  prior  to  admission.  In  10  cases 
a doctor  was  sent  for  by  the  Matron. 

117  of  the  women  were  Colwyn  Bay  residents  and  37 
came  from  the  Denbigh  County  area. 
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- . I am  -glad  to  report  that  the  Minister  of  Health  has  now 
agreed  to  an  extension  of  the  Maternity  Home.  Within  the 
next  few  months  there  will  be  a Ward  for  ante-natal  and 
post-natal  cases  and  for  premature  infants.  There  will  also 
be  a ward  in  which  young  children  can  be  kept  and  looked 
after  when  their  mother  is  in  the  lying-in  ward. 

There  will  also  be  two  isolation  cubicles  for  septic  or 
emergency  cases. 

6.  Home  Help  : 

There  is  no  Home  Help  now  in  the  employment  of  the 
Council  but  I am  glad  to  acknowledge  help  given  by  one 
members  of  the  B.R.C.S.  and  one  member  of  the  W.V.S.  who 
gave  service  in  emergency  during  the  year. 

7.  Dental  Treatment  : 

Two  women  were  provided  with  dentures  mainly  at  the 
Councils  expense  during  the  year. 

8.  Nutrition  : 

The  Council  does  not  provide  meals  for  expectant  nursing 
mothers.

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Smoke  Abatement 

There  have  been  no  prosecutions  for  Smoke  Abatement. 
Swimming  Pool 

We  have  no  Municipal  Swimming  Pool  but  there  is  one 
Public  Swimming  Pool  in  the  district  which  is  managed 
efficiently.  It  is  maintained  at  all  times  in  ideal  con- 
ditions and  is  a great  asset  to  the  Town  being  an  attraction 
to  visitors  and  residents  alike. 

The  Water  is  sea  water  subjected  to  constant  chlorination, 
filtration  and  aeration.  Three  samples  of  the  water  were 
taken  for  Analysis  and  were  reported  on  as  being  satisfactory. 


The  fact  that  we  have  no  Municipal  Pool  and  particularly 
no  indoor  Pool  is  surprising  in  a Holidav  resort  of 
our  standing.  An  indoor  Pool  with  sea  water  would  be  a 
really  important  asset  as  with  our  uncertain  Summers,  the 
swimming  season  outdoors  is  usually  a very  short  one.  It  is 
noticeable  that  the  most  polished  swimmers,  particularly 
the  younger  ones,  are  those  who  have  had  the  advantage  of 
living  in  a Town  with  an  indoor  pool.  One  can  but  hope  that 
an  indoor  Pool  will  figure  prominently  in  the  plans  for  the 
future  development  of  our  Town.

Public  Places  of  Entertainment

Rodent  Inspection 

Since  adopting  the  prebaiting,  poison  baiting  and  check 
baiting  method  of  Rat  Destruction,  as  suggested  by  the 
Ministry  of  Food,  we  have  found  a definite  and  considerable 
decrease  in  the  Rat  population. 

Particular  care  and  attention  has  been  paid  to  all  public 
sewers.  They  are  treated  regularly  and  systematically  and 
it  is  noticeable  that  since  doing  so,  the  number  of  complaints 
from  private  householders  has  almost  ceased.  Certain  trades- 
people and  poultry  keepers  have  their  premises  treated 
regularly  and  the  Refuse  Tip  is  dealt  with  four  times  per  year. 
We  have  found  hole  baiting  most  effective  here  and  have  kept 
the  rat  population  down. 

Pre-baiting,  etc.  entails  a considerable  amount  of  work 
and  time  on  our  operators  but  check  baiting  and  re-in- 
spections prove  that  the  best  results  are  obtained  only  when 
the  preliminaries  have  been  carried  out  with  careful  attention 
and  thoroughness. 

Where  reinfestation  does  occur,  it  is  usually  due  to  the 
impossibility  of  completely  rat-proofing  certain  types  of 
premises  after  treatment.

\Yp  Cannot  help  but  feel  very  satisfied  with  the  continued 
high  standard  of  workmanship  in  the  dressing  of  carcases  at 
the  Abattoir.  The  Slaughtermen  are  employed  directly  by 


the  Corporation  who  have  been  the  Slaughtering  Contractors 
to  the  Ministry  of  Food  since  1940.  The  small  cash  bonus 
given  by  the  Corporation  to  the  men  for  the  production  of 
First  class  hides  has  no  doubt  helped  in  some  degree  and  the

Strict  attention  is  given  to  the  lairaging  of  all  stock  so 
as  to  ensure  that  the  carcases  are  turned  out  in  the  best 
possible  condition. 


The  pasture  fields  are  a great  asset.  Stock  has  had 
adequate  food  and  rest  and  the  fields  also  yielded  a very  good 
hay  crop — ample  for  winter  feed  in  addition  to  enabling  us 
to  sell  some  twenty-six  tons  of  hay  to  local  people. 

In  September  we  surrendered  five  acres  of  pasture  at  the 
request  of  the  Parks  Committee  for  use  as  football  field,  etc. 
The  remaining  fields  (ten  acres  approximately)  are  the  mini- 
mum with  which  we  can  carry  on  and  the  use  of  fields  is 
essential  to  the  Abattoir. 


Meat  Inspection  is  100%  and  is  carried  out  smoothlv  and 
efficiently.  The  present  system  of  centralised  slaughtering  is 
very  satisfactory  indeed  from  a public  health  point  of  view. 
The  co-operation  between  the  butchers,  the  W.M.S.A.,  the 
Ministry  of  Food  Slaughterhouse  Manager  and  ourselves,  has 
been  very  good  indeed  and  any  difference  of  opinion  or  the 
interpretation  of  an  order,  has  been  promptly  adjusted  with 
the  utmost  goodwill  all  round. 


The  amount  of  home  killed  meat  is  somewhat  less  whilst 
the  amount  of  imported  meat  is  greater  than  last  year.  The 
quality  of  both  home  and  imported  has  been  very  good.  The 
percentage  of  diseased  meat,  particularly  that  affected  with 
Tuberculosis,  has  been  appreciably  less.

We  have  again  had  a very  busy  year  with  milk  sampling. 
A total  of  1514  samples  is  a considerable  number  for  a 
Borough  of  this  size  and  obviously  entails  a great  deal  of 
work.  It  is  pleasing  to  record  the  appreciation  shown  by  the 
Dairymen.  They  have  co-operated  with  us  wholeheartedly 
and  have  often,  both  individually  and  through  their  Associa- 
tion’s officials,  expressed  their  satisfaction  that  Milk  sampling 
is  being  tackled  so  vigorously. 


The  bulk  of  the  samples  are  subject  to  the  Resazurin  test 
and  the  results  sent  out  to  each  Dairyman.  B.  and  C.  results 
are  sent  to  the  Milk  producers  and,  where  the  producers  are 
within  the  Borough,  we  follow  up  with  a visit  to  the  farm 
whenever  possible. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  more  co-operation  with  the 
National  Milk  Testing  and  Advisory  Scheme  cannot  be 
obtained.  Obviously  the  Local  Authority  must  have  compre- 
hensive information  as  to  the  Milk  supply  throughout  the 
Borough.  This  is  being  obtained  from  our  1,613  examinations 
of  the  1,514  samples  taken.  We  feel  however,  that  the  Milk 
testing  and  Advisory  scheme  -could  use  our  results  with  bene- 
ficial effects  by  concentrating  their  advisory  efforts  on  the 
farms  of  the  producers  giving  B.  and  C.  results.  Working- 
together  in  this  way,  we  feel  that  an  immediate  benefit  would 
be  felt  in  the  Borough  Milk  supply  and  the  maximum  use  of 
all  our  results. 

We  are  still  a long  way  from  having  a perfect  milk  supply 
and  -complaints  of  milk  not  keeping  during  the  summer 
months  are  all  too  common.  The  Producers  undoubtedly 
have  many  difficulties  to  contend  with — poor  water  supply, 
staff  troubles,  lack  of  transport,  being  just  a few  of  them — 
but  the  Milk  Retailers  are  not  always  guiltless.  Their  carry- 
over from  one  day  to  the  next  is  one  of  the  greatest  causes 
of  dissatisfaction  to  the  Consumer.  One  cannot  help  but  feel 
that  the  best  way  of  utilising  this  carry-over  would  be  for 
permission  to  be  given  for  all  dairymen  to  be  allowed  to  dis- 
pose of  this  milk  daily  for  ice  cream  making  or  for  other 
dairy  products.  We  should  thus  have  all  milk  used  up  dailv 
and  not  milk  twenty-four  hours  or  more  old  being  mixed  with 
fresh  milk  as  we  suspect  does  occur  under  the  present  system.

We  hope  however,  that  by  continued  efforts  and  with  the 
help  of  the  Farmer  and  Retailer,  the  Consumer  will  get 
eventually  what  he  is  entitled  to — namely  clean  wholesome 
milk. 

All  farms,  dairies  and  milk  shops  were  visited  at  varying 
times  of  the  day  and  were  usually  found  to  be  in  a satisfactory 
condition.  Any  required  work  was  always  carried  out 
promptly  on  receipt  of  verbal  notice. 

Milk  samples  h^ive  been  examined  either  at  the  Area 
Laboratory,  C'olwyn  Bay,  or  at  the  University  College  of 
North  Wales,  Bangor.

During  the  year  the  maintenance  of  a regular  fourteen 
day  collection  has  proved  very  difficult  indeed.  Our  lorries 
have  been  a constant  cource  of  worry.  They  are  all  old  and 
in  spite  of  constant  care  and  attention  are  frequently  off  the 
road.  Lack  of  standardization  as  I have  said  before, 
has  considerably  aggravated  our  difficulties.  Under  these 
conditions  lost  days  due  to  public  holidays,  have  proved 
these  conditions  lost  days  due  to  public  holidays,  have  proved 
impossible  to  make  up.  Apart  from  this  however,  we  have 
maintained  reasonably  regular  service  and  the  staff  are  to  be 
commended  for  doing  so  under  extremely  difficult  conditions. 

The  time  is  fast  arriving  when  the  Committee  will  have 
to  consider  the  replacement  of  at  least  four  of  our  existing 
lorries.  It  is  both  desirable  and  essential  that  we  return 
to  a seven  day  collection  of  all  household  refuse  at  the  earliest 
possible  date  but  this  is  quite  an  impossibility  with  our  present 
waggons.  One  feels  that  replacing  four  lorries  at  one  time 
will  be  an  ideal  opportunity  of  attaining  the  standardization 
and  interchangeability  of  parts,  the  lack  of  which  has  been  a 
constant  difficulty  during  the  last  six  years. 

Kitchen  waste  collection  by  private  pig  and  poultry 
keepers  has  been  very  keen  during  the  year  and  the  depart- 
ment has  done  whatever  possible  to  assist  and  stimulate 
kitchen  waste  salvage.  Contraries  in  the  waste  have  de- 
creased somewhat  but  there  is  still  room  for  improvement. 
Collection  from  street  bins  has  almost  ceased,  entirely  owing 
to  the  safety  razors  blades,  broken  glassware,  tea  leaves,  etc. 
which  were  constantly  being  found  in  them  by  the  pig 
keepers. 

Every  Hotel,  Canteen,  Restaurant  and  most  boarding 
houses,  as  well  as  many  private  houses,  are  served  directly  by 
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private  arrangements  as  it  is  found  that  considerably  less 
sorting  for  contraries  is  necessary  by  this  method. 

Approximately  80.100  tons  were  collected  by  known  pig 
and  poultry  keepers  and  fourteen  tons  by  our  department. 

Llysfaen  : 

During  the  year  we  have  attempted  to  improve  what 
must  always  remain  a most  unsatisfactory  business — that  is 
the  emptying  of  pail  closets — by  reorganising  the  method 
completely.  The  horse  drawn  tumbler  cart  has  been  with- 
drawn and  a steel  lined  motor  lorry  substituted.  A driver 
and  two  men  do  the  work  and  the  whole  district  is  cleared  in 
one  night  each  week  instead  of  at  least  two  nights  as  formerly. 
The  work  commences  at  10  p m.  and  is  finished  by  4 a.m. 
approximately. 

It  really  is  a matter  for  some  concern  that  we  have 
approximately  220  houses  within  the  Llysfaen  area  of  the 
Borough  still  having  to  use  this  primitive  unhygienic  type  of 
sanitary  conveniences.  Quite  a number  of  houses  in  this  area 
have  a water  carriage  system  with  a septic  tank  and  soak 
awav.  Many  of  these  however,  are  a constant  source  of 
trouble.  Unless  the  builder  is  fortunate  in  tapping  a good 
“ Loch  ” (or  rock  fissure)  into  which  he  can  discharge  the 
effluent,  nuisances  are  certain  to  be  created  because  of  the 
prevalance  of  rock  in  this  district.  Until  Llyfaen  is  com- 
pletely sewered  to  a proper  out-fall,  these  unsatisfactory 
conditions  will  remain,  but  one  cannot  see  any  real  hope  of 
this  coming  to  pass  in  the  immediate  future. 

Salvage  : 

It  is  very  pleasing  to  find  that  the  salvage  returns  show 
an  improvement  on  last  year — a gross  income  of  £1,903  as 
against  £1,778  last  year.  The  amount  of  paper  salvaged  was 
almost  constant,  the  increased  revenue  being  mainly  due  to 
a better  demand  for  bottles  and  an  increase  in  the  weight  of 
rags.  It  does  however  speak  well  for  the  keenness  of  the 
stafif  in  ensuring  that  all  salvageable  material  is  disposed  of 
to  the  best  advantage. 

The  amount  of  contraries  met  with  in  the  waste  paper 
still  continues  a source  of  danger  to  the  men.  Considerable 
time  is  wasted  in  sorting  such  things  as  safety  razor  blades, 
tin  cans,  broken  glass  and  crockery,  etc.  from  the  paper  and 
it  docs  add  to  our  baling  costs  by  slowing  down  the  work. 

The  waste  paper  salvaged  by  the  Ministry  Offices  and  the 
Post  Office  is  disposed  of  privately  and  the  weight  is  not  in- 
cluded in  our  return. 

Disposal  of  baled  paper  to  the  Mills  continue  to  be  slow 
and  erratic  owing  to  rail  and  road  transport  difficulties.

The  Borough  Council  provides  for  the  treatment  of  child- 
ren under  five  years  of  age,  w'ho  suffer  from  physical  defects, 
deformities  of  any  kind  or  disablement  due  to  disease  or 
injury.  The  Staff  of  the  “Robert  Jones  and  Agnes  Hunt 
Orthopaedic  Hospital  attends  fortnightly  and  a Consultant 
comes  once  every  four  months.  Treatment  may  be  “out- 
door ” or  by  admission  to  the  Hospital  at  Oswestry.

Adoption  of  Children  (Regulation)  Act,  1939  : 

Notice  under  section  7 (3)  of  the  above  act  was  received 
from  two  persons  during  the  year  and  at  the  end  of  the  year 
there  were  four  children  under  supervision. 

In  my  experience,  adoption  proves  a very  happy  solution 
of  many  difficulties,  both  for  the  real  mother  and  for  the 
foster-mother.  All  four  children  have  found  good  homes, 
ft  is  perhaps  hypercritical  to  object  that  adopted  children 
tend  to  be  “ only  ” children.  In  these  days  this  is  the  fate  of 
many  children. 

Water  Supplies  : 

Once  again  there  was  constant  supervision  of  the  water 
supply.  The  defects  noted  in  my  report  for  1944  have  not 
been  remedied  yet  but  it  is  hoped  that  a length  main  will  be 
laid  soon. 

At  no  time  were  pathogenic  bacteria  found  and  chemical 
analysis  was,  as  usual,  satisfactory.

Mr.  E,  Oliver  Jones,  M.Int.,  M.  & Cy.E.;  Engineer  to  the 
Conway  and  Colwyn  Bay  Joint  Water  Supply  Board,  has 
supplied  the  following  information  which  shows  that  the  con- 
sumption of  water  in  the  Borough  is  over  500  million  gallons. 
This  may  seem  a large  quantity  but  it  should  be  noted  that 
there  are  hundreds  of  days  supply  available.  Colwyn  Bay 
need  never  fear  a shortage  of  water  at  Llyn  Cowlvd — diffi- 
culties can  only  arise  from  its  conveyance  in  pipes  and  up  to 
the  higher  reaches  of  the  district.  To  maintain  a reasonable 
pressure  in  pipes  at  sea  level  the  pressure  has  to  be  reduced 
from  1200  ft.  head  at  the  Lake  to  300  ft.  at  delivery  in  the 
town.  This  means  that  levels  above  250  ft.  need  help  from 
pumping,  etc.  There  are  now  two  pumping  stations  and  a 
“ booster  ” plant  in  the  Town.  Extensions  into  Upper  Colwyn 
Bay  or  Llanelian  areas  will  entail  more  of  these  engines.

It  is  very  difficult  to  keep  the  card  index  accurate ; it  must 
usually  understate  the  true  position.  Every  child  when  born, 
has  its  name  entered  on  a card  but  many  leave  the  district  at 
irregular  times  while  others  are  immunised  outside  the  Coun- 
cil’s scheme.  As  a result,  only  when  an  extensive  check-up  by 
Health  Visitor  and  in  schools  occurs,  do  reasonably  correct 
figures  emerge. 

The  state  of  immunisation  is  good.  During  the  year 
children  received  a third  or  “ stimulating  ” dose.  All  schools 
were  visited  and  all  children  offered  treatment.  It  is  inter- 
esting to  find  that  no  child  under  15  developed  diphtheria 
during  the  year.  Five  adults  suffered  from  the  disease.  There 
were  a number  who  suffered  from  streptococcal  throats  but 
none  in  whom  diphtheria  bacilli  were  found.  Twelve  were 
admitted  to  Hospital  for  treatment  and  observation  but  3 
consecutive  swabs  proved  negative.

Diphtheria  cases  have  fallen  from  19  to  5.  The  chief 
reason  for  the  increased  total  was  the  prevalence  of  measles. 
127  notifications  as  against  9 in  1944.  Tuberculosis  of  lung 
notifications  fell  from  25  to  15. 


The  Vaccination  Officer  reports  that  174  children  were 
vaccinated  and  71  were  exempted.  This  is  not  quite  so  satis- 
factory as  in  1944  but  is  fairly  good.  With  the  speed  of 
transport  increased,  infectious  persons  are  more  and  more 
likely  to  enter  the  country.  Many  suspects  and  contacts  have 
been  in  Colwyn  Bay  during  1945.  Vaccination  is  the  only 
protection.
